are spying on the Soviet Union, and spying in a brand-new 
kind of way.

But the new kind is carried on in broad day- 
light and in full view of the intended victim. It employs 
roaring airplanes, crunching halftrack, blaring radios, a 
large company of men and. we should logically assume, a 
brass band. 


We are also a^ked to believe that wicked capitalist 


America, which has atomic bombs and round-the-world 
bombers to carry them, "sent poorly disguised observers along 
on this noisy and conspicuous spying expedition because it 
is vitally interested in a base in the frozen north at Russia's 
front door. 


All this may be ridiculous, but it is no laughing matter. 


For it is only one of a series of charges that Russia has 
been making against the government of Finnish Premier 
Fagerholm. lie is also accused of wanting to co-operate 
with the North Atlantic Treaty nations, and of other be- 
havior which has caused the Soviet government to lose i 
confidence in his desire to carry out his -obligations under j 
the Russo-Finnish treaty.

Bill Proposed to Regulate Practice 


of Qptometry Has Silly Provisions 


Senate Bill No. 1S4 Is offered the Illinois General As- 


sembly with a proposal to further regulate the practice of 
ontornetry ia this state as "a profession which affects the 
public health, safety and welfare and is subject to regulation 
and control in the public interest." 


Well, anything that would tend to insure a high t\-pe of 


practitioners in this profession or increase the standards or 
proficiency of optometrists so as to give the public the best 
of service through strict examinations of applicants or in any 
other conceivable manner, would be all to the good. But 
the proposed law contains provisions that are entirely silly 
and unless corrected should call for the defeat of the bill. 


The bill wants to make it all but impossible for an op- 


tometrist to let it become known that he has opened an 
office. The sponsors seem to think that it wotild be a mis- 
take for the public to find out the new eye doctor was In 
towa. Could it be that the old eye doctors thought that 
one up? 


For Instance, the lussy restrictions in the bill say that: 
"... the name and title of the licensee . . . shall not be 


displayed in lettering larger than four inches in height for 
street-level offices nor larger than six inches in height for 
offices above street-level and shall not be illuminated except 
during his office hours, and und^r no circumstances by any 
colored or neon lights, nor shall any eyeglass or eye sign.! 
whether painted, neon, decalcomania or any other, either in 
the form of eyes, or structure resembling eves, eveglass 
frames or eyeglasses or spectacles, be displaved in anv 
manner/' 


It makes you wonder how the man looking for an op- 


tometrist's office, a man who we must presume has rxior eve- 
sight or he wouldn't need an eye doctor, can be expected 
to find the place- 


Not content with the above restrictions, the bill goes on 


to provide that an optometrist may not display his diplomas 
or registration certificate so they may be seen from the 
street, and Liiiit he may not display glasses, tools or instru- 
ments, or anything of a commercial nature in his front j 
window. Nor may he Indulge in newspaper, radio, television i 
or other types of advertising beyond the insertion of a simple j 
professional card for a limited number of times and in spe-! 
cific language.

The act forbids the employment of town criers who 


could by sound lead one with failing sight to a doctor who 
might help him.

There should of course be a protection for the public 


from false or misleading advertisements of any kind, but it 
Ls certainly going too far to try to legislate the traditional 
spectacle sign off the street or to tell a man how many inches 
high he may make the sign of his calling. Advertising is a 
basic freedom.
